SEARCHLIGHT FOUNDER JAILED FOR THEFT 



A solicitor who was one of the 
original founders of Searchlight 
magazine, received an 18 month 
prison sentence recently, for stealing 
more than, two hundred and 
eighteen thousand pounds from his 
clients accounts. 

Fifty-eight year old, Lewis Ruskin, 
pleaded guilty at Southwark Crown 
Court, to nine charges of false 
accounting, six charges of theft and 
one charge of forgery, between 
October 1991 and March 1996. 
The court was told that Ruskin owned 
houses in the Maida Vale and 
Bayswater areas of London and had 
his own solicitors practice in the 
prestigious Mayfair area. 
Over a period of years. Ruskin had 
stolen over one hundred and fifty 
thousand pounds from the account of 
an elderly couple and transferred the 
money to his own account. He 
attempted to cover this up by false 
accounting and forging a letter of 
consent. 

In an attempt to recover some of the 
money, Ruskin then submitted vastly 
inflated bills to the Legal Aid Board, 



but these were reduced by 90 per 
cent, following an investigation by 
the Law Society; 

Trade Union Friends of Searchlight 
(TUFS) might be interested to note 
that the Searchlight man also stole a 
large sum of money from a young girl 
who had been the victim of a medical 
negligence claim which had left her 
with brain damage, and another, 
larger sum of money from an award 
made to a construction worker badly 
injured in a building site accident. 

In mitigation, Ruskin's lawyer, 
Charles Conway, said of his client, " 
he is a deeply religious man who is 
highly regarded by his local rabbi. He 
had spent much of his life fighting 
racism, and in the 1960's founded 
Searchlight magazine." 
Unfortunately for Ruskin, Judge 
George Bathurst-Norman had no 
interest in Ruskin's religious beliefs 
or political activities, and condemned 
Ruskin's criminal activities by saying, 
" Words fail me to describe your 
conduct towards those who have 
already suffered injury, and who are 



amongst the more vulnerable 
members of society. Any solicitor who 
behaves in that way not only forfeits 
the trust of the public and the trust of 
the public in the legal profession, but 
commits offences which are so serious 
that only an immediate custodial 
sentence is justified."

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DAPHNE LIDDLE ... SECRET AGENT! 



For many years now, a strange, rather 
cuddly-looking woman, has been 
seen at all manner of gatherings, of 
both left and right, busy taking 
photographs. A few people have 
inquired unsuccessfully as to her 
identity, but now, TARGET can 
reveal that the chubby photographer, 
with the type of complexion normally 
associated with those who sleep 
rough, is none other than Searchlight 
team member, Daphne Liddle. 

Daphne, who is rumoured to live in 
South London, shares her allegiances 
between Searchlight and the New 
Communist Party of Britain, whose 
offices at 121, Falcon Road, London. 
SW11, she often visits. Daphne is 
accredited by the N.C.P. as being a 
journalist working for their 
newspaper, the New Worker. 

It has long been a mystery how a tiny 
Stalinist group, with an estimated 
membership not exceeding 100 paid 
up members, can afford to produce a 
regular newspaper, especially as the 
NCP's two main supporters, the 
communist East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia, have now renounced 



communism and become a part of the 
democratic world. 

It could be that recent visits to China, 
and North Korea by the NCP's 
General Secretary, Eric Trevett raised 
sufficient funds. 

It is not known if Daphne provides 
any services other than her 
journalistic skills, to Eric and his 
gang, but they should be aware that 
she was allegedly the lover of former 
Searchlight spy, Dave Roberts, who 
died of an Aids related illness, some 
years ago. 

Searchlight, and their controllers, 
obviously make good use of Daphne's 
photographic skills as she has 
provided them with many of the 
photographs used over the past few 
years. Careful scrutiny of meetings, 
marches and rallies will, more often 
than not, be rewarded with a glimpse 
of Daphne and her camera. Daphne is 
seemingly not partisan as to whose 
events she photographs and is often 
close to the scene when violence 
occurs, such as the vicious assault on 
elderly members of the Friends of 
Mosley at a hotel near London's Kings 
Cross. 



Daphne's photographic skills have 
also been in evidence at events hosted 
by extreme-left groups. Again ,she is 
not at all partisan, taking photographs 
of SWP, ANL and Irish republican 
activists. 

It is claimed that at a meeting of the 
Irish republican, Wolf Tone Society, 
held in London in June 1997, she took 
at least fifteen photographs of those 
attending as speakers, none of which 
have ever been published in any left 
or republican publication, 

prompting the questions ... why did 
she take these photographs, and 
who did she give them to? 

Given her close relationship with 
Searchlight, and its acknowledged 
relationship with the security services. 
it is certain that these photographs 
were handed over to state security 
in exchange for cash or information. 

So if you see a scruffy, obese, female 
photographer, with the complexion of 
a "dosser", you have almost certainly 
met, Daphne Liddle, Codename ... 
The Teletubby.

NO JUSTICE AT DOVER 

Aiui-Dcriiocracy demonstrators 
arrested whilst trying to disrupt a 
peaceful march held to protest at 
an invasion of third-world gypsies 
via the port of Dover, have been 
released without charge. 
Originally, twenty-four anti- 
democracy demonstrators were 
arrested, the majority for attacks 
on police. Kent police would not 
comment on the decision. 

However, Kent AFA could be 
soon facing another bout with the 
judicial system, this time with 
charges brought under the 
"Representation of the Peoples 
Act". Kent AFA have stated that 
they will be organising a 
campaign urging voters not to 
vote for a particular candidate in 
the Ashford South, county council 
by-election. 

This type of campaign was held 
to be illegal in a test case, 
(DP. P. v Luft 1976) where the 
House of Lords overturned a 
ruling made by a Divisional court. 



Anti-Democrats are likely to be 
out in force again in Dover on 
Saturday the 29 1h of August, when 
the Dover "Multi-Cultural 

Festival" takes place in Pencester 
Gardens. The event is being 
promoted by, MILITANT (now 
called the Socialist Party). 
A Czech Gypsy band, an Irish 
folk group and various other 
ethnic music makers are 
providing the entertainment. 
Stalls selling handicrafts and 
back copies of Militant will also be 
on hand. 

Entrance is free, and it could be a 
good venue for taking some 
valuable photographs!
